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BOMBARDMENTS MAKE PORT USELESS TO ENEMY

(BUP) — The Axis-held port 
of Matruh on the north 
Egyptian coast has been 
wrecked and made useless to 
the enenmy, Royal Navy 
sources disclosed today. 

British warships, which enemy 
Propaganda broadcasts once de- 
scribed as fleeing through the 
Suez canal, have attacked Matruh 
repeatedly and hurled more than 
2,000 shells into the harbor, 


There have been at least six bom- 
bardments of the port since July 11, 
with naval planes participating in 
the attacks on harbor works and 
enemy ships, several of which had 
been destroyed. 


NO GAIN FOR ITALIANS 


British sources said as a result 
the Italian fleet has been unable to 


gain any advantage from the seizure | 


of Matruh by Nazi Field Marshal 
Erwin Rommel's land forces. 

The warships thoroughly blasted 
storehouses and harbor installations 
and at least one tanker and several 
lighters were sunk in the harbor, 

When Matruh was attacked in 
the first of the navy’s series of 
bombardments a large Axis am- 
munition dump was hit by both 
aerjal] bombs and shells, causing 
it te blow up.

Vital For Readjustment 
Says U.S. State Secretary 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—(AP)—Following is the text 


of the broadcast address last night by State Secretary | 


Cordell Hull: 


The conflict now raging throughout the earth is not a 
war of nation against nation. 


war or even a series of such wars. 


It is not a local or regional 
On the side of our ene- 


mies, led and driven by the most ambitious, depraved and 
cruel leaders in history, it is an attempt to conquer and en- 
slave this country and every country. 


On our side, the side of 
United Nations, it is, for each of 
us, a ilfe-and-death struggle for 
the preservation of our freedom, 
our homes, our very existence. We 
are united in our determination 
to destroy the world-wide forces 
of ruthless conquest and brutal 
enslavement. Their defeat will 
restore freedom or the opportun- 
ity for freedom alike to all coun- 
tries and all peoples. 


From Berlin and Tokyo the 
assault on human freedom has 
Spread. in ever-widening circles. 
In some cases, the victim nations 
were lulled into inaction by pro- 
mises or by protestation of peace- 
ful intention In other cases, 
they were so intimidated that no 
preparation for resistance was 
made. In all cases, the invaders, 
before armed attack, set into mo- 
tion every conceivable device of 
deceit, subversion, treachery and 
corruption within the borders of 
the intended victim 


NO NATION IMMUNE 


As country after country, in Eur- 
ope and in Asia, was attacked in 
this way, it became clear that no 
nation anywhere was immune, that 
for none was safety to be found in 
mere desire for peace, in avoidance 
of provocation, in neutr: , or in 
distance from the centres of as- 
fault 

Nation after nation learned—too 
late—that safety against such an at- 
tack lay only in more effective

AIMED AT USS. 

This provision was aimed direct- 
| ly at the United States. One of the 
| highest official spokesmen of the 
| Axis powers openly proclaimed 
that the objective of the 
partners wes a new world order to 
be achieved by force 

Finally, a realization, 
tion that these plans and purposes 
created a state of imminent 
acute danger to all remaining 
peaceful countries, especially 
those of the western hemisphere, 
forced us to face the all-important 


question as to when and where 
the peaceful nations, including 
ours, should begin to resist the 
movements of military aggression 
in order to make such resistance 
most effective. 


It was in these circumstances thai 


our government felt the compelling 
importance of adopting the policy 
of aid to Great Britain and to other 
nations which resisted aggression 
as set forth in the lease-lend act, 
| submitted to congress in January, 
1941, 

It is scarcely necessary to say 
that all subsequent utterances and 
acts of the leaders of Germany, 
Japan, and Italy have fully con- 
firmed the wisdom and timeliness 
of the policy of this government 
in thus proceeding to defend the 
country before it should be too 
late, 

In December, 1941, acting in con- 
cem, moving in harmony with their 
world-wide objective, all three 
launched their assault against 
the spearhead of which was at Pearl 
Harbor. reasoning that to achieve

Canada is going into rubber-produc- 
tion ina big way. A $40,000,000 Govern- 
ment+owned plant is being constructed 
somewhere in southern Ontario, and will 
be in operation next year. 

Of all the unforeseen  side-results of 
the war, nothing is stranger than this. If 
anyone had predicted it eight months ago 
he would have been a prospective subject 
for the alienists. ar 

Moreover, this is not just a wartime 
expedient. It is the starting of a perman- 
ent industry. The Minister of munitions 
says he is confident Canada will never go 
back to the tree rubber we have always 
hitherto used. Hereafter we will ‘make 
our own” out of Canadian materials— 
which isn’t good news for the natives in 
the South Pacific. 

The necessary inference is that the re- 
search workers have found,out how to 
make as good rubber as comes from the 
sap of the tree, and how to produce it at 
as low a price. The $40,000,000 is not 
therefore an item of war expense, but an 
investment of capital in an economically 
sound enterprise. 

The new plant is to produce: at the 
rate of 40,000 tons per year, using wheat 
and oil as raw materials. The research 
council says 25,000 tons of rubber can be 
made from about 8,000,000 bushels of 
wheat. The western wheat grower is 
therefore to benefit—at the expense of 
the South Sea islanders. 


Gone For Good 


The House of Lords, which no one can 
suppose to be a congenial atmosphere for 
radical monetary policies, heard from 
Viscount Simon, lord chancellor, there 
has been “no whisper of any intention” on 
the part of the British Government to go 
back to the gold standard after the war. 

Nor is there likely to be any such in- 
tention. For the reason, among others, 
that there is no gold to go back to. Return 
to the gold standard is now not even a 
subject for academic debate, in Britain or 
elsewhere. The “standard” has been 
blown out of the realm of even pretended 
realities, so completely that to talk about 
restoring it in any country would be sup- 
posing the insupposable. 

There will of course have to be some 
common denominator to which values 
ean be reduced, if nations in future are 
to trade with each other—which they will 
do. What that denominator will be is un- 
predictable. But that it cannot be the 
gold standard of pre-depression days is 
plain enough. 

This measure of values did not break 
down under the strain of war demands, 
It broke down long before that. Britain 
and most other countries were off the 
standard, too far off for a return, before 
the war started.

Gough & Company 


Mr. George Gough, a British subject 
and business man of Belize, British Hon- 
duras, has come suddenly into world prom- 
inence as a ship-owner trading on the high 
seas. Not that he tried to attract attention; 
quite the contrary. It was thrust upon him 
by United States and other intelligence 
agents, who say he is the owner of a fleet 
of thirteen schooners and other craft by 
means of which he has been supplying oil 
to Axis submarines operating in the Carib- 
bean and the Gulf, perhaps farther afield. 
So convinced are the authorities of the 
correctness of their charge that they have 
arrested Mr, Gough, and also 19 accom- 
plices, scattered from Honduras to Pan- 
ama, and will put the lot on trial in due 
course. 

The day this news was released, news 
was also given out that two more ships had 
been sunk by Axis submarines, one in the 
Gulf and one in the Caribbean. They were, 
as usual, sunk without warning, and 54 
seamen were thus murdered in cold blood 
and without a chance to escape. Somebody 
supplied the oil which enabled the assassin 
boats to commit these crimes, and to go on 
hunting for more victims, Perhaps Gough 
and his associates were the suppliers of the 
fuel. 

This gruesome announcement was 
timely. It throws the spotlight directly up- 
on the business objective of this ring of 
black market oil purveyors. If the charge 
against them is substantiated, of which the 
authorities have no doubt, Gough and his 
19 associate scoundrels, of both sexes and 
assorted races and colors, deserve to be 
hanged as few mortals have deserved that 
fate,

Mr. Hanson had spoken Wednes- 
day of Mr. King’s efforts to pre- 


all the credit he gave me for deal- 
ing with the war.” He had spoken 
of “procrastination,” “appeasement” 


and “casuistry” He had alleged 
“contortions,” “Jack of courage,” and 
“temporizing.’ 


PREMIER SURPRISED 

Mr. King said he was surprised 
at Mr. Hanson saying there was a 
lack of unity in the cabinet and 
the government party 

Mr. Hanson had ‘tried to sow 
that kind of seed’ among some 
members of the government party, 
Said Mr. King indicating a section 
of the house where many Quebec 
members sit 

The prime minister thought Mr, 
Hanson would live to fegret that he 
had made the accusation that he 
(Mr. King) would “betray” mem- 
bers Of his party 

“What did my honorable friend 
advise me to do? I had made a 
pledge and the party of which he 
is leader made certain pledges, and 
all parties said they would do all 
possible to keep conscription for 
Overseas from becoming an issue.” 

When the time came that con- 
ditions dictated a different policy 
had had decided to ask the people 
for release from his pledge 


“But the honorable member 
who talks about betrayal! said to 
me in this house to break that 
pledge, ignore it and enact con- 
scription regardless. 


That would have been whole- 
sale betrayal of the entire nation 
and that is what he advocated.” 

Mr. King said former transport 
minister Cardin was wrong when 
he said earlier yesterday that the 
government adopted an overseas 
conscription policy because of agita- 
tion of the Conservative group and 
their friends 

He said Mr. Cardin, who was in 
the cabinet when the decision to 
hold the plebiscite was made, knew 
that the decision was made because 
of the grave course the war had 
taken and the need for readiness to 
meet any contingency of a total 
war. 


QUOTES CARDIN’S SPEECH 


Me said Mr. Cardin’s speeches in 
the plebiscite campaign indicated 
his full realization of and agree- 
ment with the government's mo- 
tives in seeking power to impose 
conscription if the necessity arose, 
and quoted at length from those 
speeches 

The situation of Canada had 
greatly changed since the war start- 
ed and in the light of the present 
position of the belligerent armies he 
asked who would dare to forecast 
what the situation of Canada would 
be a year from now. 

“What government could sur- 
vive if it did not anticipate all 
Possibilities and provide against 
them insofar as they could be pro- 
vided against.” 

He said Mr. Hanson had brought 
out the cry that his party had used 
since the war, that the Liberal party 
had no leadership and that Mr. King 
was not fitted to lead the country 
in time of war. 

“For 23 years I have been leader 
of my party,” Mr. King said. “In 
that period I have had the pleasure 
—it was not always pleasure—of 
seeing seven different leaders of the 
Conservative party come to set 
opposite me, for the most part in 
opposition 
NO “BED OF ROSES” 

“Any very fine as my honorable 
friend's leadership has been, I do 
not think it has always been a bed 
of roses for him nor has it been a 
magnificent triumph in the eyes of 
his own party.” 

Mr. Hanson had ridiculed the 
leadership of the government and 
described it as a “spectacle,” said 
the prime minister, and he suggested 
he look at his own party 

‘IT never witnessed before 4 party 
that has had to have two leaders, 
one in the house and one outside the 
house, neither friendly to the other 
and neither having the support of 


the party 
“This is the gentleman who 
preaches to the rest of us about 


leadership but thank the lord we 
haven't got two-headed leadership.” 

“If Hitler were only a Tory what 
2 licking we could give him!” Gor- 
don Graydon (Con., Peel) interject- 
ed 

Mr. King said opposition mem- 

bers had harped on the accusation 

that he was not carrying out what 
he professed to believe in—the 
responsibility of the executive to 
parliament. They had protested 
the use of ordersin-council. Yet 
when it come to the most impor- 
tant order-in-council to be passed 
by the government he was accused 

Of a strange course in coming to 

Parliament and informing it of 

that order-in-council. 

The order-in-council of which he 
spoke ig that which will meke 
effective conscription for overseas 
service 

Mr. King ssid John Diefenbaker 
(Con., Lake Centre) had declared 
the prime minister was opposed to 
compulsory military service no 
matter what the people demanded. 
If that was the charge then the 
opposition should not object to a 
vote of confidence being sought. 

He had to consider his own party 
also. 

The member for Rimouski (J. E 
S. E. d'Anjoy) had said he had lost 
his faith in his leadership. 

Mr. King said he was not sur- 
prised some of his followers had 
found the course difficult to under- 
stand. 


GUIDED BY FUTURE : 


In his action on conscription for 
overseas, Mr. King said he had to 
be guided by the future as well 4s 
the present and the past.

conscription for overseas when it 
was urged earlier would have been 
the most disastrous thing the leader 
of any government could have 
undertaken. 


“I believe the member for Rim- 
ouski will live to see his faith re- 
stored,” said Mr. King. 

The responsibilities of being in 
the government, to say nothing of 
being the head of a government, 
was the greatest responsibility 
which could be put on the shoul- 
ders of any man. 


No government could carry on 
unless it was sure of its follow- 
ing in the House of Commons. 
He felt that position had been 
reached at the present time. For 
three years the opposition and 
some of its press had tried to 
cause the people of Canada and 
other countries to lose faith in 
the prime minister. 

Mr. King said he felt he should 
have a solid following in the House 
of Commons and the country when 
the time of crisis came 

Mr. King quoted an editorial from 
the Toronto Globe and Mail as an 
indication o fthe type of attacks 
upon him which, he said, aimed to 
destroy confidence in him and his 
ministry. 

“T think I know pretty well the 
confidence the people have in me 
and I am not afraid to go to the 
people at any time,” he sald 

If the people did not have faith 
in the leader of the government 
“the sooner he knows that the bet- 
ter,’ Mr. King said, and he offered 
to give the house an opportunity to 
move a want of confidence motion. 
“And if it carried no one will leave 
office quicker than J will.” 


NOTICED “TREMBLING” 


Whenever he talked of going to | 


the country he noticed the opposi- 
tion leader and some of his follow- 
ers “trembling,” said Mr. King. 
“Whenever we get anywhere near 


the people they get very anxious | 


indeed.” 

He had been asked what course 
he would take if the vote of con- 
fidence was against him, f/if he 
would ask a colleague to succeed 
him or ask for dissolution/ of par- 
liament. 

“When the time comes/what I do 
will depend upon what I think is 
in the national interest,” he said 

On conscription itself, Mr. King 
said it was certain that if con- 
scription for service overseas 
were in effect now there would 
not be one more man overseas 
than are there now. That was be- 
cause there were more men in 
uniform ready to go overseas than 
were being sent, 

He asked the immediate con- 
scriptionists if they wanted those 
who had volunteered for service 
anywhere kept home and con- 
scripted men sent overseas 

Mr. King said he neyer expected 
to carry obligations as heavy 4s 
when the war started. At the time 
of Munich he had told his cabinet 
colleagues that if Hitler marched 
into Czechoslovakia Canada should 
be prepared to fight. 

Again, he had to bear the re- 
sponsibility of asking the house to 
support Canada’s entry. into the 
conflict and the start of the present 
war. That was the heaviest re- 
sponsibility any human being could 
take in any country. 


NEVER SHIRKED DUTY 

Mr, King said he had not shirked 
that. responsibility. He wondered 
if, after three years of war, opposi- 
tion members thought he had been 
wrong 

Up to the present he had not felt 
conscription for overseas was neces- 
Sary because Canadians were doing 
honor to themselves and their coun- 
try by enlisting in larger numbers 
than could be trained } 

With the world situation as it 
was at this hour, with the situation 
between Germany and Russia and 
in Egypt and in the Pacific, Mr. 
King said he would be derelict in 
his duty to the country if he did 
not say it was in the interests of 
the government to take any steps 
it felt necessary, as long as that

Determined to see at first hand 
|} the dangers and difficulties under 
which coal miners and lumber 
workers labor, the special legisla- 
| tive commitee investigating oper- 

ations of the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Board, headed by Dr. J. L 
Robinson, M.L.A, Medicine Hat, 
watched miners work at he coal 
face, deep underground and lum- 
bermen amid the whirling giant 
saws in Alberta logging centres. 

Members of the six-man com- 
mittee held a brief meeting at the 
| legislative buildings Friday to sum 
up, preparatory to the opening of | 
public sittings of the committee on | 
August 4, when studies of briefs | 
submitted by several organizations, 
willyommence. 

Speaking of the tour of the com- 
mittee members to Alberta mines | 
and sawmill centres, Chairman Dr. 
Robinson stated: 

“The co-operation we received | 
from the operators at the mines and | 
sawmills was very good. The oper- 
ators went out of their way to show 
us every phase of operation.

“We were determined to find out 
for ourselves just what causes ac-

As a result we think 
we have a good mental picture as |

Yugoslav Towns 
In Fit Of Rage

carried out a raid on an Italian 
troops encampment in the Monte- 
negrian hills, 
HEAVY FIGHTING 

The chief of staff of the Hun- 
Zarian occupation forces in Yugo- 
slavia was said to have led an 
expedition into the province of 
Backa against Mikhailovitch’s 


forces. Heavy fighting was reported | 


under way in the province. 

The Russian communique told 
of fighting in various parts of 
Yugoslavia, particularly the desol- 
ate mountain regions. 

In a single engagement, the com- 
munique asserted, patriots killed 
more than 300 Italians. Near the 
Italian-Yugoslav border, they have 
captured a number of localities on 
the railway line to Trieste, 30 miles 
inside Italy. 


The Nazis and Italians continued | 


to shoot and hang patriots in their 
efforts to stamp out resistance. 
Thirty-one new executions and con- 
demnations to death were reported 
by Axis radios. A German Trans- 
Ocean dispatch, broadcast by Radio 
Paris, said three “terrorists” were 
shot in the yard of La Sante prison 
at Paris yesterday. The dispatch 
said they were shot for having 
stormed a grocery in Rue de Buy, 


indicating that they were starving, | 


rather than being “terrorists.” 


NAZIS NEED HOSPITALS 

(The Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem in New York heard the British 
Broadcasting Company report that 
the Germans were clearing patients 
from hospitals in Holland, Norway, 
Bulgaria, Hungary, Rumania and 
Austria to make room for wounded 
German soldiers 

(“Already the Germans have 
given the order that Norwegian 
hospitals must be evacuated be- 
fore August 3," BBC said, “At 
Berlin, the German general staff 
has evacuated all sick from sana- 
toriums and private rest homes, 

(‘In Bulgaria and Hungary, hos- 
pitals and numerous schools have 
been requisitioned. In Rumania, 
ships and barges lying on the 
Danube are being used as hospitals.
